Tho Mlkhallovltch trial was u notable tor 
lis omissions as lor Itg disclosure!. The tlla- 
closures were contusing. There were Hdmla- 
slons ot Chetnlk-Portlsan clashes, but doubt 
as to who fired the first shot. "Oiere were 
admissions of meetings with nazis, but doubt 
as to whether these were for the purpose of 
arranging collaboration or a truce. 

Omitted, however, was any mention of the 
flmt two years of General Mlkhallovltch'a 
International fame. During that time, be- 
tw«»n tho nazl invailon and Communist Mar- 
shal Tito's belated emergence, the Chetnllc 
leader and hla guenlUas harassed the nazls. 
upset their timetable tor the Ruulan Inva- 
sion, and kept nazl divisions engtged which 
Hitler might have used In hli losing race tor 
Moscow against tht approach ot Russia's 
frtMlng winter. 

Kothlng was heard from allied flyers and 
oUter* who had been rescued by the Chetnlks 
and )%ad seen them In action against the 
naEla. These men. arutlous to teitlty, were ra- 
ftw*d th« opportunity. Allied personnel and 
polloy received some disparaging comment at 
tb« trial. But Amerleam and Britons were 
not permitted to spisk In defense of the gen- 
eral or their own actloni. 

In short, the accused recslvid a political 
tflot of which the outcome was never In 
doubt. Marshal Tito had said, In effect, that 
UlkhallOTltch would be given a fair trial, and 
then shot. That was the price for backing the 
wrong political horse. 

As for Lieutenant Redln, he )uu been found 
kiBocent. and there Is no reason to doubt or 
(Ittanel with the verdict. But vhat a contrast 
botween th's briali in Belgrade and In Seattlel 

Tbe eloelng days of the Redln case coln- 
etded with official charges of Soviet espion- 
age In CanadK. and the subsequent sudden 
deperture of most of the Russians named in 
the charges. Yet no referenee to theee events 
was allowed at the IHrI. 

Tha judge who heard the Hedln case ruled 
oitt tlia death penalty as too severe In time 
of peace. He stated that no shred of evidence 
had been presented to connect the defendant 
with the Kremlin. Any speculation that Lieu- 
tenant Hedln might have collected secret 
navy Information for his government Instead 
of his acrapbook was very properly ruled out. 

Thus wG have secA, In a matter of days, a 
triumph of polices and a triumph of Justice. 
We ma? regret and resent Oenerai Mlkhallo- 
vitoh's fate. But we can be happy and hope- 
ful Ik the story ot American Justice which 
young Lieutenant Redln will take back home 
to Russia. 



'LIBERAL* ISOLATIONISM 

Borne writers, reviewing the polltleal ca- 
reers of Senators Henrlk Shlpstesd and Bur- 
ton X. Wheeler since their primary defeats, 
have seemed puzzled by the contrasts they 
find. For the gentlemen from Minnesota and 
Montana, who were clearly defeated for their 
Isolationist stand on foreign policy, had been 
militant 701ms liberals tn their day. 

But Is that an Impossible contradiction? 
When these men came to the senate In 1C33 
the general temper was rather Isolationist. 
The League of Nations fight was over and 
lost. National thought and effort were cen- 
■ tcred on domestic matters. There was polltl- 
eal eorruptlon In high places. There had been 
a boom and a bust. TTiere was need of reform 
and Improvement, and plenty ol opportunity 
for an eager young liberal to keep busy. 

The choice ot Isolationism did not present 
Mself until tho threat of war, IS years later. 
The same choice had oome to another liberal, 
the ex-Bull Moose Sen. Hiram Johnson of 
California, after World war I. He, like these 
younger colleaguBs, turned Isolationist and 
stayed turned. 

Why? WeU. why not? Perhaps complete 
absorption in domestic reform can be Just as 
Isolationlstlc as complete enthusiasm for the 
domasUc status quo. Perhaps we are punlad 
because we Insist on putting strict definitions 
to Inipreciae and changeable words, Insisting 
that liberalism means certain hard and fast 
stands on foreign and domestic policies, and 
that leolatlnilsm and reaction are synony- 
moM.

A itata law to allov municipal- 
ities to vote a ipcdal levy for recre- 
ational purposes was advocalcd 
Thursday by 1. E. (Bill) Nltschke, 
who lamented the rlaUig crime wave 
In the DnIUd Statei at the Klwanla 
club luncheon. 

Nitschke declared that the lack ot 
proper training In tlie home and the 
lack of proper recreation IbcIHUcs 
are responsible for the ililng rate 
of Juvenile delinquency. A former 
FBI agent, Nltschke said that there 
has iieen a 114 per cent increase 
in crimes In tlie. past year and that 
Ihe crime wave li being Jed by 
youngsters. 

He asserted that funds for Ihe city 
recreation department would be ex- 
pended by Sept, 1 and advocated an 
Increase in funds for recreation fa- 
culties In Twin Falls. He rapped at 
the spending of funds for sprinkling 
streets and suggested that money 
from that and other clly functions 
he diverted lo a tecreallon program. 

Nilschke pointed out that the 
grealesl cau-ie of juvenile delin- 
quency lies In Ihc home, but tliat a 
balanced recreation program could 
Dll.'ict this malady.
